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Call for landlords to help refugees from Syrian 


Celebrities are backing Hammersmith and Fulham 
council’s call for landlords to house survivors of 
the Syrian civil war. 

Actresses Harriet Walker and Miranda Hart, 
both Hammersmith and Fulham residents, appear 
alongside Lord Alf Dubs and council leader 
Stephen Cowan in a video made by charity 
Refugees Welcome. 

Dame Harriet said: “If you’ve been appalled 
and moved by the scenes of suffering on TV and 
in the media, then this could be your opportunity 
to make a real difference - and right on your 
doorstep.” 

Landlords just need to sign the tenancy 
agreement and Hammersmith and Fulham 
council will do all the work. 


A number of landlords have already come for¬ 
ward. They’ve described being able to help 
families in need while still collecting rent as a 
win-win situation. 

The only way to get refugees out of UN camps 
is to secure accommodation for them first. 

Once here, the refugees are introduced to a 
support worker who will help them learn English 
and about life in the UK, as well as help them 
integrate into the community. 

“If you think you might be able to help Syrian 
refugees, contact the council because we 
desperately need that help,” said Cllr Cowan. 

Syrians are selected from the United Nations 
High Commission for Refugees and undergo 
Home Office security checks.

Filming angst of teenage isolation

Fulham teenager Jake Pitcher 
won a certificate for making it 
to the final in a national 
film-making competition after 
directing a short drama called 
Dear Diary. 

The five-minute movie, using 
Fulham’s riverside scenes as a 
backdrop, is the tale of a girl, 
played by 16-year-old Putney 
High School student Emily 
Glazebrook, discovering a blank 
diary on the towpath. 

He also won the John Battsek 
prize for outstanding film¬ 
maker at his boarding school, 
which gives him work 
experience at documentary 
film-maker Battsek’s company. 

Dear Diary is part of 18-year- 
old Jake’s A-level course at 
Bradfield College in Berkshire. 



Judges at the British Film 
Institute whittled 1,000 film 
entries down to a shortlist of 
five for the annual MediaMag 
video competition. 

A judging panel of industry 
professionals handed the 


certificate to Jake after a 
screening at the BFI on July 5. 

Jake, who lives just off 
Fulham Palace Road, said he 
was delighted. 

“Everyone knows what it’s 
like to feel neglected or invisi¬ 
ble,” he said. 

“I wanted to explore this in 
Dear Diary. 

“The film is an allegory of 
isolation, the visual 
metaphor of fading away 
symbolising neglect. 

“People can’t see her, and she 
feels unable to communicate 
with the world around her. 

“I also wanted to create a 
creepy and unsettling vibe 
using the cursed book as the 
focus point, which makes her 
gradually more invisible until 
she just disappears.” 

Jake shot Dear Diary along 
the riverside between Putney 


and Hammersmith bridges, and 
in Fulham Palace Gardens, at 
the 20-year-old memorial to 
Hammersmith and Fulham 
residents who fought with the 
International Brigade in the 
Spanish Civil War. 

The director also makes a 
brief Hitchcockian appearance 
in a scene on a Tube train. 

Jon Hopkins composed the 
original music. 

Jake has always loved film, 
and first went to the BFI to take 
part in a movie-making 
workshop when he was nine - 
and so impressed the organisers 
that he was promptly drafted on 
to a judging panel to adjudicate 
on youth films. 

He now aims to study 
film production at Westminster 
University this autumn.

W e’ve all seen the on¬ 
going media cover¬ 
age about the crisis 
in our care system and I, like 
many others, have been mas¬ 
sively concerned about the 
availability and cost of the 
good-quality services older 
and disabled people have the 
right to expect. 

The Government has 
talked for many years about 
the need to radically reform 
the care system, but little has 
been done. 

In the meantime, too many 
older and disabled people 
struggle to manage finan¬ 
cially and to live independent 
and comfortable lives. 

There are no easy solu¬ 


tions. But in Hammersmith 
and Fulham we’ve taken steps 
to make life better for those 
needing extra support. 

Most importantly, we abol¬ 
ished home care charges for 
elderly and disabled people, 
in December 2014. 

We have been the only 
council in the country to do 
that, and it’s making a huge 
difference to the quality of life 
for those residents who most 
need support and who no 
longer have to pay for it. 

I was delighted to have 
been able to do this by cutting 
back office costs, such as from 
the council’s PR and admin 
budgets, and to have com¬ 
pletely abolished what has 


rightly become known as ‘a 
tax on disability’. 

Like most areas, we have a 
growing population of older 
people with complex 
healthcare needs. The cost of 
care is rising all the time and 
presents the most significant 
financial challenge for 
councils up and down the 
country. 

The Government’s only 
solution to date has been to 
encourage councils to raise 
council tax to meet these 
rising costs. 

But that just adds to the fi¬ 
nancial burden for those least 
able to bear the cost. That’s 
why we’ve rejected the Gov¬ 
ernment’s ill-conceived and 
short-term sticking plaster of 
council tax rises. 

We’re the only council to 
have cut council tax in 2014, 
followed by freezing it every 
year since. Instead, we’ve re¬ 
organised how the council is 
managed - reducing wasteful¬ 
ness and finding new ways to 
bring in income. And through 
that we have been able to add 
an extra £3.4million to our 
adult social care budget. 

We’ve set a smarter budget 
in order to be able to set a 
more compassionate budget. 

For the sake of all our older 
and disabled people, the Gov¬ 
ernment should do the same.

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Top tips for gardners in July 



The bright sun and blue skies are a 
great excuse to get in the garden, but 
the scorching weather means July is 
likely to be one of the driest months. 

Staying on top of the essential reg¬ 
ular watering and other tasks can be 
tough, but the gardening experts at 
the Fulham Horticultural Society have 
put together their tips for keeping the 
garden looking at its best. 

Visit the FHS website to join the 
society or find out more about its 
open Autumn Show on September 9. 

Here’s Fulham Horticultural 
Society’s July to-do list: 

• July is usually one of the driest 
months, so watering can be essential. 
To help with this, hoe regularly to 
break up the soil and remove weeds. 
Water in the cool of the morning or 
evening. 

• Keep up with the harvesting of all 
crops. Lift early potatoes and carry on 
earthing up the rows. 

• Harvest garlic and shallots as the 
foliage begins to become yellow and 
straw-1 ike. 

• July is the start of globe artichoke 
season. If your plant is into its second 
year then cut off the top bulb once big 
and swollen with a couple of inches 
of stem attached. 

• Lift autumn planted onions for 
immediate use. Continue to pick 
rhubarb until the end of the month 
and begin to harvest the main crop of 
your strawberries. Start to pick 
plums, early pears and apples. 


• Start sowing the seeds of the over¬ 
wintering crops of kales, spring cab¬ 
bage, radicchio, chicory, spinach beet 
and a hardy type of onion to mature in 
the early summer of next year. 

• Now is the best time to sow the 
main crop of carrots to avoid attack 
from root fly. 

• Continue with successional sow¬ 
ings of beetroot and lettuce. Follow 
the instructions on the back of the 
seed packet, and sow every two to 
four weeks for a continuous supply of 
crops. 

• Aim to keep the hoe moving at 
every opportunity. Water all crops at 
least once a week. Start to draw the 


soil up around the base of Brussels 
sprouts and sweet corn plants to 
encourage extra roots. 

• This is the start of potato blight 
season, and if the weather is wet and 
humid in July then your crop is likely 
to be at risk. You can use fungicides 
containing copper to help protect your 
crop from the blight; these should be 
sprayed from June onwards if a wet 
July is predicted. (Crop rotation the 
following year is advisable). An 
infected plant will have a watery rot 
on its leaves, causing them to col¬ 
lapse - the infected matter should be 
binned or burned and not placed into 
your compost, as this will not kill the 
disease and it will recur the following 
year.

Cases of mumps have rises in London this year compared to last

A rise in mumps has prompted health 
officials in Hammersmith and Fulham 
to advise young people to get a 
catch-up MMR jab. 

There have been 450 cases of 
mumps in London this year - a rise of 
150 compared to last year. 

Although only 14 cases have been 
confirmed locally, public health offi¬ 
cials have urged teenagers to look out 
for the symptoms, principally painful 
swellings at the side of the face, under 
the ears.

If you suspect you have mumps, or 
that a family member does, the advice 
is to avoid contact with others for five 
days after the glands swell. 

And if you are unsure whether you 
have had two MMR vaccinations, get 
in touch with your GP to arrange a 
catch-up jab. 

“Mumps can spread quickly from 
person to person, and we often see 
cases in close-knit communities such 
as schools, universities and colleges,” 
said London’s Public Health England

director Dr Yvonne Doyle. 

What starts as a headache or fever 
is quickly followed by a swelling of the 
glands in the neck. In rare cases it can 
lead to meningitis and deafness. 

“Vaccination is the safest and most 
effective way to protect against 
mumps,” added Dr Doyle. 

“The MMR vaccination also protects 
against two more serious illnesses; 
German measles (rubella) and 
measles.”

More than 70 per cent of votes cast in the general election were for candidates opposed to a third runway 
at Heathrow airport 

Majority of votes were cast for 
candidates against expansion 


Election analysis by the No 3rd Run¬ 
way Coalition found that more than 
70 per cent of votes were cast for 
anti-3rd runway candidates at the 
general election on June 8. 

The analysis confirms that 68 per 
cent of votes cast for the Conserva¬ 
tives, and 65 per cent for Labour, 
were for candidates who oppose the 
expansion of the airport. 

Plans for a third runway have 
been thrown into serious doubt after 
Theresa May failed to win a majority 
at the last election. 

These new figures underline just 
how unpopular a Heathrow expan¬ 
sion really is - not just by a large 
number of her own MPs but by the 
majority of voters, too. 

Two of her own cabinet ministers, 
Boris Johnson and Justine Greening, 
are opposed to expansion plans, as 
are most Conservative MPs in 
London seats. 

With the majorities of Boris John¬ 


son and Justine Greening slashed at 
this election, these new figures sug¬ 
gest both cabinet ministers could 
lose their seats next time if Theresa 
May were to press ahead with 
Heathrow expansion. 

Zac Goldsmith, MP for Richmond 
Park and North Kingston, is one of the 
most vocal campaigners against a 
third runway. 

His seat was the only Conserva¬ 
tive gain in London at this election - 
narrowly winning with just 45 votes. 

Were the Government to press 
ahead with Heathrow expansion, his 
would be another seat that the Con¬ 
servatives could very likely lose. 

John McDonnell, Labour MP for 
Hayes and Harlington, and shadow 
chancellor, said: “This election made 
it very clear that Heathrow expansion 
continues to be a big issue for many 
voters and rightly so. 

“It is no coincidence that Conser¬ 
vatives did so badly in London, with a 


manifesto that pledged to build a 
third runway at Heathrow. 

“Speaking in my role as the local 
MP, let’s hope the election result will 
not only make Heathrow plans im¬ 
possible to get through Parliament, 
but that the Government will now 
recognise the real strength of feeling 
against the building of a third 
runway.” 

Rob Barnstone, co-ordinator of the 
No 3rd Runway Coalition, said: 
“These figures provide evidence that 
supporting a 3rd runway at Heathrow 
is politically toxic in the large num¬ 
ber of constituencies affected by the 
airport. 

With Theresa May needing all the 
support she can get at the moment, 
let’s hope she drops these plans.”

Police doing 
all they can to 
stop any more 
acid attacks 


I am writing to you in the 
light of the rising number of 
acid attacks in London, in¬ 
cluding another attack on 
Wednesday, and the terrible 
incident that took place in 
June 21. 

The Mayor and I are very 
concerned by these attacks. I 
wanted to reassure you that 
the police are taking these 
matters very seriously. 

There is no place for this 
type of violence in our com¬ 
munities. The police will take 
a zero-tolerance approach to 
it, wherever it occurs. 

These are serious criminal 
offences and those caught and 
prosecuted face going to 
prison. I understand the im¬ 
pact these attacks can have on 
communities and would en¬ 
courage anyone affected to re¬ 
port them to police or through 
community reporting chan¬ 
nels to help ensure that of¬ 
fenders can be brought to 
justice and the victims offered 
appropriate support. 

To give some context to 
what is happening, and to en¬ 
able us all to speak about this 
to our families, friends and 
colleagues in an informed 
way, here is what we know 
about the attacks: The latest 
data from the last 12 weeks 
(April 1 to June 30 2017) indi¬ 
cate that there have been 118 
victims of offences involving 
noxious and corrosive liq¬ 
uids. The majority of these of¬ 
fences were classified as 


‘violence 
against the 
person’, 
which in¬ 
cludes serious 
wounding, as¬ 
sault with 

injury and common 
assault, but also other of¬ 
fences, such as robbery and 
criminal 
damage. 

Twenty of those offences 
took place in Newham. The 
victims were of Asian, 
African-Caribbean or white 
ethnicities and were aged be¬ 
tween 15 and 37 years of age. 

Nineteen of the 20 victims 
were male. Of all the offences 
that have occurred in the last 
12 weeks, one offence (the on 
that took place in Newham on 
June 21), involving two vic¬ 
tims (one male, one female) is 
being treated as a hate crime 
offence. 

By way of further context, 
in the year to March 31, 2017, 
there were 408 recorded inci¬ 
dents in London. Eight in 10 
victims were male and were 
mostly likely to be in their 
20s. 

These incidents have hap¬ 
pened in various parts of Lon¬ 
don, but there was a greater 
prevalence in East London - 
Newham, Barking and Da¬ 
genham and Tower Hamlets. 
None of these offences were 
hate crimes - the victims 
were not targeted purely on 
the basis of their race or reli¬ 
gion, or any other character¬ 
istic that identifies a hate 
crime. 

It is important to recognise 
that this is a national issue 
and is not confined to London. 
Work is under way with the 
Home Office and other forces 
to deal with this issue and 
also to reassure communities 
that the police will do every-

Of course 
none of this takes 
away from the seriousness of 
the incidents or from the fact 
that people, and Muslim 
women in particular, are wor¬ 
ried about what might hap¬ 
pen to them when they leave 
their homes. Those arrested 
will face the full force of the 
law and could receive a 
prison sentence of up to seven 
years. 

If you are aware of people 
in your communities who are 
worried, I would urge you to 
reassure them that they 
should feel confident to report 
it to the police, who will take a 
zero-tolerance approach, and 
that work is under way in 
London and nationally to ad¬ 
dress this worrying trend. 

In an emergency always 
dial 999, but reports can also 
be made through our smart¬ 
phone app and through third- 
party organisations, such as 
Tell MAMA. 

The app can be found by en¬ 
tering “MOPAC Hate Crime 
App” in Google. Anyone who 
has been a victim of crime 
can receive free, confidential 
support through the MOPAC 
service with Victim Support 
on this freephone number: 
0808 16 89 111. 

Both I and the police are 
monitoring these incidents 
closely and I will be working 
with the Met Police’s senior 
officers to tackle this prob¬ 
lem.

One of the graduates, 
Tieyan Eweka-Olorunfemi, 
who runs her own food 
business, Jollof Mama, 
said: “I am very passionate 
about West African food 
and have already started 
trading at some markets 
and festivals. The course 
has helped me to focus and 
to take my business to the 
next level.” 
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A Hammersmith housing 
estate’s project to counter 
the effects of climate 
change has scooped an 
environmental prize. 

The climate-proofing of 
the Queen Caroline estate, 
near Hammersmith Bridge, 
has won a Nancye Goulden 
award in the annual Ham¬ 
mersmith Society review 
of local schemes. 

More than £250,000 
was spent creating green 
roofs, rain gardens, food¬ 
growing beds, gravel 
lawns and a green wall on 
the estate, with the project 
conceived by Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham council 
and realised by the green 
teams of Groundwork Lon¬ 
don, which give young un¬ 
employed people new 
skills. 

The award was an¬ 
nounced by Hammersmith 
and Fulham Mayor Cllr 
Michael Cartwright at a 
ceremony at the Dorsett 
Hotel, Shepherds Bush. 

The society launched its 
award scheme 28 years 
ago, to encourage imagi¬ 
native urban design and to 
shame blots on the land¬ 
scape. 

Buildings can be nomi¬ 
nated by anyone living or 


working in the old metro¬ 
politan borough of Ham¬ 
mersmith. The Queen 
Caroline project improved 
drainage, boosted biodi¬ 
versity and reduced the 
risk of flooding on the es¬ 
tate. 

The green wall, horizon¬ 
tally planted and sustained 
by rainwater, and the es¬ 
tate’s green roofs not only 
provide homes for birds 
and insects, but also cre¬ 
ate natural insulation to 
keep buildings cooler in 
summer and warmer in 
winter. 

The Hammersmith Soci¬ 
ety’s conservation award 
went to the Bush Theatre 
in Uxbridge Road, the re¬ 
cently revamped arts 
venue financially sup¬ 
ported by Hammersmith 
and Fulham council. 

Committee judges ex¬ 
panded the scope of the 
award to record their ap¬ 
proval of all the work done 
on the building, citing the 
“modernisation and con¬ 
version, wheelchair en¬ 
trance and garden terrace, 
ensured it is fully func¬ 
tional and more flexible 
while retaining its infor¬ 
mality and eccentricities of 
the original building”. 



Company director is jailed and 
barred after two fell to their death

A company director who was con¬ 
victed after he failed to undertake 
an adequate risk assessment and 
offer training to two construction 
workers who fell to their deaths lift¬ 
ing a sofa at height has been jailed. 

Martin Gutaj, 44, of Ferry Lane, 
Brentford was sentenced at the Old 
Bailey on Friday to 14 months’ im¬ 
prisonment for each death - to run 
concurrently - and was barred from 
being a company director for the 
next four years. 


Gutaj and his company Martini- 
sation London Limited had previ¬ 
ously been found guilty on Friday, 
May 19. 

Gutaj was found guilty of two 
counts of failure to discharge a duty 
to ensure the health, safety and wel¬ 
fare of employees, contrary to sec¬ 
tion 33 (1) and section 71 (1) of the 
Health and Safety at Work Act 1974. 

Martinisation London Limited 
was found guilty of two counts of 
corporate manslaughter, contrary 
to section 1 (1) of the Corporation 
Manslaughter and Corporate Homi¬ 
cide Act 2007, and two counts of fail¬ 


ure to discharge a duty to ensure 
the health, safety and welfare of em¬ 
ployees, contrary to section 33 (1) 
and section 71 (1) of the Health and 
Safety at Work Act 1974. 

The company was fined £1.2mil- 
lion for each death and £650,000 for 
breaches of Health and Safety regu¬ 
lations. 

The court heard how on Novem¬ 
ber 21, 2014, Tomasz Procko, 22 and 
Kyrol Szymanski, 29, both Polish 
nationals went to work that day and 
never returned home. 

The men were working at a con¬ 
struction site in Cadogan Square 


run by Gutaj’s company. 

During the course of the day the 
men were asked to perform a lifting 
operation at height without 
supervision and the requisite 
training. 

The victims were not provided 
with a plan, method statement or 
risk assessment prior to the task 
being undertaken, thereby exposing 
them to the risk of serious harm. 

The expectation was for the work¬ 
men to use a rope to haul a sofa over 
a balustrade and into a first floor 
apartment. 

Advice from an experienced and 


reputable lifting company on how to 
carry out the process safely was ig¬ 
nored due to time and budgetary 
constraints. 

Both workmen fell after railings 
on the balcony gave way whilst the 
furniture was being manoeuvred 
into premises. 

Police were called shortly after 
10am and officers, paramedics and 
London’s Air Ambulance attended. 

Tomasz Procko was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

Karol Szymanski was taken to a 
central London hospital in a critical 
condition where he later died.

Dreamy landscape paintings 
are hung alongside tapestries of 
Henry VIII and colourful flower 
arrangements, while in pride of 
place is a painting of the Titanic, 
which sank in 1912, a year before 
Vera was born. 

For Vera, being in Fulham is 
important - her mum Lilian 
Martha Greagsby is buried in 
Fulham Cemetery, while her 
nephew Derek also lives at Cedar 
Lodge. 

But it is her two sons, Gerald 


and Mervyn, who bring the 
biggest smile to her face. “I love 
my two boys,” said Vera, who 
was married to Harry, a printer. 
“I love them both.” 

Love for her sons, and her 
strong memories of family time 
growing up in Fulham keep the 
smile on Vera’s face. 

Vera “remembers a lot”, ac¬ 
cording to her live-in carer 
Thoko Nhiwatiwa, and still en¬ 
joys attending the day centre 
each week at nearby Olive 
House. 

“This is a very big and special 
day for Vera,” adds Thoko.

F ollowing on from my recent excursions 
to Southgate and Wembley recently I 
felt ready for another journey - Ham¬ 
mersmith to be exact. But this time I 
wasn’t going it alone, I was going to take 
some back up, my mother. 

Not sure what back up she would be able to 
provide though, but it will get her out of the 
house, and besides the reason we were going to 
Hammersmith was because that’s where my 
auntie is living, in a care home and, although 
my mum hasn’t actually said she wanted to 
visit her, it was getting her out of the house. 

So we were about to set off, I put my trusty 
newish sat nav on and felt confident we would 
get there in the 20 minutes it said it would take. 

I was ready and happy, then my mum got in 
the car. 

She managed to complain about the seat 
being too high and she couldn’t get in very well. 

She got annoyed with having to put on a seat 
belt and complained the car was too hot but she 
didn’t want the window open as the air was 
blowing on her head and it was going to give 
her a migraine. 

In fact she wasn’t really feeling very well 
after all and said she didn’t really want to go. 
So, I ignored her. 

Not because I an cruel and 
uncaring but because she says 
the same thing every time and 
always has a great time when 
she goes out. 

So off we drove. I told my 
mum, it’ll only be 20 minutes, 
it’s a Sunday there won’t be any 
traffic, we’ll be back home in 
no time. 

It would be a great trip and 
nice to visit my aunt. Well, it 
would have been 20 minutes till 
we hit a load of traffic coming up 
to Hammersmith Broadway. 

Then our arrival time kept increasing till 
another 20 minutes was added to our 
journey time. 

It didn’t help that it was an extremely hot 
day, my mother wouldn’t let me open the 
windows in the car and I had no idea which 
button was meant to make the air-con work, in 
fact I wasn’t even sure we had any. 

My mother was wilting in the car when 
eventually we arrived at our destination. 

Although she has visited my aunt on several 
occasions before, my mum made out it was the 
first time and she had ever been there. 

She also always says that every time we go 
out to places we have been to before, even my 
house, she always says it’s her first time, I 
guess its all part and parcel of her dementia. I 
have stopped trying to explain, I just agree. 

As we walked through the care home, it was 




very big and with it’s own chapel and loads of 
religious statutes, which she had to stop and 
say a prayer to each one. 

She absolutely loved it as being very 
religious herself, this would be her ideal care 
home if she ever needed to go into one. 

However, with the journey time being 
definitely not 20 minutes, I wouldn’t say it 
would be my ideal care home for her. 

So there we found my aunt, in a chair, in the 
sitting room alongside some 10 other residents, 
all either watching the TV, watching the floor 
or watching each other. 

I have to say I wasn’t sure how I felt about it, 
depressed, was the word that came into my 
mind the whole time I was there. 

The fact is there are hundreds of nursing 
homes all over the UK. Which one is the right 
one for anyone? Do you have a choice? Is there 
much of a choice? 

Where would I like to be when I am too old to 
look after myself? Personally, I would want to 
be with friends and people I know. 

Ideally, we would plan years in advance and 
pool our resources together and buy a house 
that would happily accommodate us all with 
our own rooms and a shared kitchen. 

We would pay for a 
housekeeper and a nurse if 
| we needed one. 

We could buy a minibus 
j and have regular trips. We 
I could assign people jobs like 
I social secretary or meal 
planner. We could bring in 
tutors and learn a language 
| or a subject we had always 
I been interested in. Even a 
i music teacher and learn 
I an instrument. 

This all seems quite 
idealistic actually but why do we get to 
an age and we have nursing homes to look 
forward to? 

Why are they even called nursing homes? It 
reminds me of babies and where is the dignity 
in that? Surely our older generation need more 
respect from our society. 

So there I was, visiting my aunt who also has 
dementia, and she was convinced that all the 
people in the room were her guests and she was 
telling me that she was letting them stay there 
free of charge and she was really pleased that 
she could help them stay in her home. 

At one point both my mum and aunt were 
having two separate conversations then 
suddenly my mum stopped, got up and 
went round kissing goodbye to everybody in 
the room. 

Tears welled up in my eyes as all these 
residents looked so happy to have this small 
gesture of affection from a complete stranger 
and they all waved to her as she left the room 
and my mum promised she would come back 
soon to see them. 

On the journey home she talked about what 
a great place the home was and how happy my 
aunt seemed, but she also said she would never 
want to go stay there. 

My mum doesn’t have any future plans and 
she doesn’t want to talk about them. 

I, on the other hand, have plans when I get 
old but I am a bit worried I might not find any 
willing friends to be part of my plan. 

I mean, if I couldn’t find a friend willing to 
go and see the Stone Roses in concert the other 
week then perhaps my plan might not 
go according to plan.

A wild new camp is coming to Fulham Palace 
this summer, and there’s a chance you can 
send your child for free thanks to its bursary 
scheme. 

The wild education holiday camp, called 
First Hand Experiences, features woodland 
exploration, bug hunting, growing and 
cooking all in a day’s work for its little visi¬ 
tors, aged three to 11. 

The camp is the brainchild of former 
teachers Justin Baker and wife Louisa Baker, 
and grew out of a desire to connect children 
with the natural world and encourage positive 
behaviour and a love for the outdoors. 

Mr Baker said: “We want children to have a 
chance to enjoy nature, and at Fulham Palace 
there are so many opportunities for that." 


As part of the camp’s launch, a free bursary 
place is to be offered to a child in the borough. 

And although the outdoors holiday sessions 
are new to Fulham Palace this year, children 
have been getting back to nature with First 
Hand Experiences since 2010, when the first 
camp launched in South Park. 

“I’ve always been really impressed by how 
much London has to offer in terms of green 
spaces,” said Mr Baker. 

“But working in schools, I felt like kids 
weren’t getting enough of nature.” 

The duo have been keen to make fresh air 
and open space a major part of the camps. 

At Fulham Palace, children are encouraged 
to run, sing, forage and enjoy the insects. 

Part of the day is spent making art projects 
and preparing their own meals in the Jessie 
Mylne Education Centre, the restored former 
stable block at Fulham Palace. 


Mr Baker, who has two young children - 
Baxter, two and Florabelle, 10 months, said: 
“Sometimes, on the first day, the children 
don’t know how to just come and play in 
woods. But by the second day they will be 
making up their own games. 

“We want it to be a real learning experience 
for them, but it is as much about making 
friends, being happy and together.” 

The camps are split into two groups - Palace 
Pioneers for three to five-year-olds, and Wild 
Explorers for those aged six to 11. 

Fishing at a trout farm, picking fruit and 
vegetables in Surrey, and dipping and wading 
in the River Wandle are just some of the 
adventures on the cards. 

Mr Baker said: “The themes are a great way 
for primary schoolchildren to learn, and it 
starts to make sense to them how everything 
is connected. 


“There’s an element of challenge, and a 
purpose to the activities.” 

Working with the team of camp leaders is 
resident chef Nena Foster, which means no 
packed lunches - as each child brings their 
own empty boxes to fill with the delicious 
meals and snacks they have created as part of 
the day’s activities. 

Mr Baker said: “We try to talk to the 
children as real people and food is a big part of 
that. Making their own meals and cleaning up 
after themselves is important. 

“We do recipes that are really quick, and are 
often raw, so the children can do a lot without 
waiting for things to go in the oven.”

The girls listened to a panel 
of young women technologists 
at our company, Thomson 
Reuters, and then we did 
‘speed mentoring’ sessions 
moving from table to table as 
the girls asked around 10 of us 
questions about our careers 
paths. They told us their 
aspirations. 

Some knew what they 
wanted to do. Vets, surgeons, 
pediatricians and cultural cu¬ 


rator were in the mix. 

However, my favourite girl 
of the event had no idea about 
her future and said everyone 
thinks she should be a runner. 

She was the child who made 
the room laugh and asked the 
panelists funny rather than se¬ 
rious questions, much to her 
teachers’ exasperation. (I love 
the quote by singer-songwriter 
Frank Zappa: “The more bor¬ 
ing a child is, the more the par¬ 
ents, when showing off the 
child, receive adulation for 
being good parents — because 
they have a tame child-crea¬ 
ture in their house.”). 

Cheekiness in kids is an 
under-rated virtue. However, 
the problem of girls failing to 
study science-y subjects and 
maths is serious. With global 
investment in innovative sec¬ 
tors growing by 11 per cent to 
$17.4 billion in 2016 and less 
than one in 20 girls consider¬ 
ing studying those subjects ^

compared to one in five boys, 
it means that women stand to 
lose out on a lot of new jobs 
and earnings as driverless 
cars, crypto-currencies like 
Bitcoin and new medicines 
power economies around the 
world, including our own.

A sub-editing course paid 
for by working in a Chinese 
restaurant and car cleaning 
for the waiters led to a paid 
position on a magazine and a 
day release course at the Lon¬ 
don College of Printing up in 
Farringdon. Eventually, I did 
a degree. 

Thank goodness for a char¬ 
ity like Urban Synergy that 
supports teenagers in London 
by building confidence 
through events like the one I 
attended on Monday. 

Neither me nor runner girl 
had a clue what we wanted to 
be at age 12, but it was a sweet 
moment to tell her she’ll be 
fine, and to know that with a 
personality like hers, she’ll go 
far.

PETSURANCE 


My bunny, Thumper, keeps 
thumping his back legs 
whenever the next door 
neighbour’s cat comes into 
our garden. Why does he do 
this? 

This is what rabbits do when 
they are alarmed and nervous. 

In the wild, it is a signal to other 
rabbits that there is danger 
nearby. 

Your rabbit is obviously anxious 
when your neighbour’s cat 
comes in to your garden, so it is 
important that you make sure he 
has somewhere to hide, so he 
can feel safe. 

Try giving him some large tubes 
and cardboard boxes in his 
exercise run that he can retreat 
to. 

Whenever our dog goes out to 
the garden, he barks like 
crazy. It’s driving our neigh¬ 
bours, and us, mad! What can 
we do to calm him down out 
there? It’s a fair size garden 
and he has plenty of toys. 

One possible cause is that your 
dog is seeking your attention. If 
you go out to him when he 
barks, then he may see this as a 
reward. If this is the case, dis¬ 
tract him and reward him when 
he stops barking. 

Ensure you are taking him for 
plenty of walks in the day and 


allow him to have a good run 
around, off the lead in a safe 
area. If not, he may have a lot of 
pent-up energy and his barking 
is a way of letting off steam or 
expressing frustration. 

A third possibility is that he is 
showing territorial behaviour, 
perhaps directed towards people 
who are walking past the 
garden. 

Barking like this can be a nui¬ 
sance for neighbours, as you 
say, so I would recommend that 
you contact a registered dog 
trainer (find one in your area at 
www.apdt.co.uk). Your local vet¬ 
erinary practice can also offer 
advice. 

I have a rag doll kitten named 
Princess, but she keeps 
coughing and hacking, and 
then brings up what I think is 
a hairball. Is there anything I 
can do to prevent this? 


It does sound as though 
Princess is regurgitating 
hair balls. When she 
grooms her fur with her 
tongue she is swallow¬ 
ing hairs and over 
time they bind 
together and ball 
up in her diges¬ 
tive system. 

This can cause 
a problem if it 
stops food from 


entering her stomach. 

Often they are regurgitated and 
an owner may see their cat 
coughing and hacking first. 

The best prevention is daily 


grooming, which will help 
remove all her loose hairs. 
There are also special pastes 
that can be given regularly to 
help her pass a hairball. 
Although it sounds as though 
hair balls are the problem, I 
would suggest you get Princess 
checked by your vet, just in 
case there is a different reason.

The importance 
of vaccinations 


L eading vet charity PDSA is warning 
that an estimated third of UK dogs, 
cats and rabbits could be at serious 
risk of deadly diseases after a 
decline in the number of owners 
vaccinating their pets. 

Figures show that just 72 per cent of pets 
in London were vaccinated when young. 

The charity’s seventh PDSA Animal 
Wellbeing (PAW) Report, which monitors 
pet welfare issues across the UK, revealed 
that just 75 per cent of dogs (7 million) 
and 65 per cent of cats (6.7million) 
received a primary vaccination course 
when young. 

These are the lowest levels ever record¬ 
ed by the report - a decline from 82 per 
cent of dogs and 72 per cent of cats in 
2011. 

In addition, only 66 per cent of owners - 
5.6million cats, 7.3million dogs, 500,000 
rabbits surveyed protect their pet with 
annual booster vaccinations, which are 
vital to ensure pets remain protected. 

Commenting on the new findings, 

PDSA head of pet health and welfare, 
Nicola Martin, said: “The decreasing 
number of dogs, cats and rabbits receiv¬ 
ing vaccinations is a great concern for the 
health and welfare of the nation’s pets. 

“Vaccinations protect pets from infec¬ 
tious diseases, which can severely impact 
their health, and can often be fatal. 

“An initial vaccination course, and reg¬ 
ular boosters help prevent diseases such 
as parvovirus, cat flu and myxomatosis.” 

Of those surveyed, owners expressed 
cost as one of the top reasons for not vac¬ 
cinating their pet: with 20 per cent of dog 


and cat owners and 10 per cent of rabbit 
owners giving “too expensive” as their 
reason for not vaccinating. 

Nicola said: “We are a nation of animal 
lovers, but the latest PAW Report high¬ 
lights how many owners continue to seri¬ 
ously underestimate the costs of owning a 
pet. Despite potential lifetime costs of dog 
ownership easily rising to £21,000, the 
report revealed 98 per cent of dog owners 
surveyed estimated that their dog would 
cost less than this over the dog’s life¬ 
time.” 

In addition to cost, the report also 
revealed that 14 per cent of dog owners, 22 
per cent of cat owners and 32 per cent of 
rabbit owners who had not vaccinated 
their pet felt vaccinations were unneces¬ 
sary. 

Twenty four per cent of pet owners said 
they hadn’t vaccinated their pet because 
they did not come into contact with other 
animals - which shows a lack of under¬ 
standing of how diseases can spread, and 
would indicate a wider issue for dogs, 
who need to be socialised with other dogs. 

Nicola said: “These findings show 
there’s a real lack of knowledge of the 
devastating diseases pets are susceptible 
to if they’re not protected through vacci¬ 
nation. 

“It’s important we improve vaccination 
levels before we see a rise in pets suffer¬ 
ing from preventable and often fatal dis¬ 
eases.”

A group of residents living 
with dementia at a care home 
in Hammersmith have com¬ 
pleted an art project designed 
to help them reminisce. 

The team at Care UK’s St

A huge celebration of 
culture across the 
capital was kick- 
started by the Mayor 
of London, Sadiq 
Khan on Friday as 
he launched the search for 
the first-ever London 

borough of culture. 

The major new London bor¬ 
ough of culture award will 
see the capital’s 32 boroughs 
bid for more than filmillion of 
funding to stage a programme 
of world-class cultural events 
and initiatives, and to de¬ 
velop a plan to make culture 
an integral part of the bor¬ 
oughs’ future. 

The competition will also 
be supported by a grant of 
£300,000 from City Bridge 
Trust, the City of London Cor¬ 
poration’s charitable funder. 

The City Corporation will 
also explore how its cultural 
assets, expertise, and services 
can support the competition 
and the winning boroughs. 

Boroughs are now begin¬ 
ning to develop their bids to 
be awarded this major local 
funding for culture. 

In February 2018, two win¬ 
ning boroughs will be named 
London Borough of Culture, 
with one taking up the title 
in 2019 and the other in 
2020. 

Inspired by the UK City 
and European Capital of Cul¬ 
ture programmes, the compe¬ 
tition fulfils one of the 
mayor’s key manifesto 
pledges and aims to 
strengthen London’s reputa¬ 
tion as an international pow¬ 
erhouse for culture, by 
highlighting the hidden cul¬ 
tural gems across the capital. 

The winning boroughs will 
be chosen based on their 


artistic vision and ambition 
to deliver outstanding cul¬ 
tural initiatives in their local 
area, putting communities at 
the centre of the programme’s 
design and delivery. 

The top bids will not only 
be expected to shine a spot¬ 
light on existing cultural 
treasures, but to bring new 
cultural opportunities to the 
area, encouraging their own 
residents to get involved as 
well as Londoners from 
across the capital, and visi¬ 
tors from further afield - this 
might include festivals, exhi¬ 
bitions, pop ups, and other 
arts activities. 

A wide range of London’s 
leading cultural institutions 
will help the winning bor¬ 
oughs to realise their vision, 
including the Barbican, the 
Museum of London, the 
Roundhouse, Film London 
and the National Trust and 
others. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund 
and the Paul Hamlyn Foun¬ 
dation will also work with the 
winning boroughs to help 
them secure further funding 


for bespoke cultural projects. 

In addition, £600,000 is 
available for to up to six bor¬ 
oughs which don’t win the 
title, but which put forward 
exemplary projects. 

Sadiq Khan, Mayor of Lon¬ 
don, said: “Culture is the 
DNA of our city. It has the 
power to transform commu¬ 
nities and to bring people 
closer together. 

“Now, more than ever, 
there is a pressing need to 
reach out to our neighbours 
and celebrate London’s 
unique and diverse culture. 
London Borough of Culture is 
a great way to do just that 
whilst showing the world that 
our cultural gems extend way 
beyond the centre of the capi¬ 
tal to all corners of the city. 

“From the outset of my 
Mayoralty, I pledged to make 
growing London’s culture a 
core priority and I’m proud to 
launch this ground-breaking 
new initiative, which I know 
will bring culture to life 
across the city. I can’t wait to 
see what inspiring ideas our 
boroughs have in store.”

Antonio Conte started pre-season 
training with his players yesterday 
and was undeniably expecting to see a 
few more new faces. 

In fact, the only two new players are 
back-up goalkeeper Willy Caballero, a 
free agent from Manchester City and 
centre-back Antonio Rudiger, from 
Roma, who will start as a back-up to 
Gary Cahill. 

Conte was anticipating to see 
Romelu Lukaku had been added to the 
squad but the Everton striker has 
stunned Stamford Bridge’s hierarchy 
by signing for Manchester United 
instead in a £75million deal. 

Quite how upset Conte will be about 
that is unclear - his remit is to coach 
the players provided to him by 
the club’s football board under the 
direction of technical 

director Michael Emenalo. 

While Conte is kept in 
the loop regarding 
transfer activity and 
has an input, 
ultimately getting a 
player into SW6 is down 
to Emenalo and club 
director Marina 

Granovskaia, who 
conducts the 

transfer negotiations. 

While Conte has yet to 
sign a new deal offered 
to him by the club before 
the end of last season, the 
lack of transfer activity at the moment 
is not expected to be a stumbling block 
to him signing it. 

Deals that were expected to go 
through last week, but have seen 
delays are that of Tiemoue 
Bakayoko’s from Monaco and Alex 
Sandro from Juventus, while Crystal 
Palace are confident of landing Ruben 
Loftus-Cheek on loan. 

Chelsea had hoped to announce 
Sandro and Rudiger yesterday, but 
leaked photos of Rudiger in a Chelsea 
shirt emerged on Friday and the club 
decided simply to announce him on 


Saturday to spare their blushes. 

As LWN Sport went to press 
yesterday, the club had yet to 
announce Sandro. 

Chelsea’s search to tie down a 
striker following the Lukaku debacle 
has forced them to revisit their second 
to fourth options. 

Back in the frame as a back-up 
striker is Swansea’s City Fernando 
Llorente, with Alvaro Morata and 
now Andrea Belotti expected to lead 
the line for the Blues - Morata from 
Real Madrid, Belotti from Torino. 
Either player will cost in excess 
of £75million. 

But reports are suggesting that 
Diego Costa could start the season in 
Chelsea colours. 

Costa famously revealed that 
Conte had texted the Brazil-born 
Spain striker that his services 
were not longer needed at the end 
of last season. 

With Costa still on holiday in 
Brazil, and no replacement striker 
signed up, the odds on a Chelsea 
U-turn are increasing by the day. 

The transfer window is only a week 
old but, the Blues head off to the Far 
East in a couple of weeks’ time on a 
brand exercise. Part of that is showing 
off new play-

“The training ground is amazing,” 
he said. “There are lots of really big 
pitches and fantastic facilities. 

“Everything here is a lot bigger 
than in Rome.” 

Rudiger confirmed the limited in¬ 
fluence Conte had on the transfer but

is looking forward to working for him. 

“I’ve only had a chance to speak to 
him on the phone but I’m looking for¬ 
ward to meeting him and all of my 
new team-mates.

So what will Chelsea fans expect 
from him? 

“It’s difficult to talk about your own 
qualities,” he said. “But I would say I 
enjoy the physical element of the 
game and putting in strong tackles. 
I’m a fast player and I play with 
passion. I always give 100 per cent and 
I want the fans to know that. 

“I just want to help the team be¬ 
come even stronger. I hope to learn a 
lot from Antonio Conte, who is a 
great coach, and so many talented 
team-mates. Obviously it would also 
be great if I could lift a trophy 
at the end of the season.” 

Emenalo said: “We are pleased to be 
able to bring in a player of 
proven quality who adds to our 
defensive options. 

“Antonio is still young but is 
experienced at club and international 
level and possesses all the requisite 
attributes to thrive in the Premier 
League. We have been aware of him 
for some time and we are confident he 
will fit in well with the squad.”

The west Londoners also 
lost winger Josh Bowler to 
mega-bucks Everton last 
week in a deal that could net 
them £4.5million. 

The 18-year-old penned a 
three-year deal. 

He only signed 
professional forms in March 
and made his debut in May 
as a substitute against 
Norwich City. 

He said: “I’m really excited 
to join Everton - it’s a 
fantastic opportunity for me. 
This is a club on the up at 
every level. I can’t wait to 
get started. 

“I’m a direct player, I feel 
like I can bring excitement in 
the final third and this is the 
perfect place for me to 
continue my education 
and development.” 

Rangers director of foot¬ 
ball Ferdinand’s attempt 
to keep the youngster at 
Loftus Road failed. 

The former QPR hit man 
said: “I had a chat with Josh 
and his dad in May and 
told him that he would play 
for our first team quicker 
than Everton’s. 

“I made all the points 
about the advantages of 
being here at QPR and hoped 
it resonated with him. 

“But when a Premier 
League club comes knocking, 
they have the finances to 
make a move.”
